John Farrell, of Chicago, lights With 

a Negro and Is Slushed by Him 

In Many places 

At the depot Tuesday evening occurred 
a serious cutting affray in which John 
Farrell, of 459 West 12th street, Chicago, 
was the victim, the assaulting party being 
a negro who left on the 9:03 train and 
whoso name could not be ascertained. 

It seems that Farrell came to the depot 
at about eight o'oclock, R, B, Lanoreaux, 
the assistant agent, states that Farrell acted 
queerly when he came in and said that 
some one was after him, and he crawled 
under the desk in the agent's office. He 
stayed there but a few minutes when he 
went outside. 

In the meanwhile W, S. Rtnear had 
gone from his home to the depot to eeo the 
crowd take the train and was asked by o 
negro for a match. He was in the act of 
complying with the request when he was 
struck on the bead by Farrell, who carried 
a heavy cane. He was knocked down, and 
be states that ho thought it was a cose of 
hold-up and that the negro bad used the 
ruse oE asking for a match as a part of tbe 
scheme. 

The negro was sitting on tbe truck and 
Farrell next turned on him, striking him 
several times. They followed up their 
fighting, into the depot, frightening tbe 
waiting passengers, and there Farrell took 
the stove poker nnd struck the negro several 
times over the bead knocking him down. 

Those who witnessed the fight say they 
did not see the negro use a knife, while 
others are of the opinion that the negro 
followed him out and done tho cutting. 

Farrell bad a deep cut on the leg. above 
knee, another running from' the right

BURNED 

Ellen Marie Miller, tho little four-year- 
old daughter of Frank Miller, a wellknown 
farmer of the town of Brighton, Wis., met 
with a very serious accident on Sunday 
evening, when the explosion of a kerosene 
lamp resulted in the child being fearfully 
burned, 

Mr. -and Mrs. Miller were not in the 
bouse at the time of tbe accident, and when 
they were summoned to the house by the 
screams of the child It was too late to pre- 
vent the child from being terribly injured, 

Mr, and Mrs, Miller had gone to tbe 
born to aid' tbe men in milking the cows 
for tbe evening and the lamp was left 
standing on a small table in the center of 
parlor of the house. Tbe child decided to 
light the lamp and pushed a chair up to 
tbe table in order to reach it better, In 
some way after the lamp had been lighted 
tbe child slipped and the fringe of the 
covering of tbe table caught on a button in 
the child's dress and the lamp was palled 
from tbe table. Ah explosion 'followed, 
and the parents bearing tbe' explosion and 
tbe screams of the child, hurried to the 
house. Ab soon as possible the flames were 
extinguished, but tbe child had been' fear- 
fully burned on tbe fuce, bandsnnd breast. 
Doctors were summoned at once from Bur- 
lington and everything was done to relieve 
the suffering of tbe little patient. The 
child waB still alive Monday morning, but 
she is suffering terribly from tbe effects of 
tho burns and it is possible that she will 
not recover. 

The child is tbe only one in the family, 
and for this reason the accident is doubly 
hard on the father and mother.

Warning Given to Divorcees. 

The newly passed statute regarding di- 
vorces contains several changes that those 
wbo seek tbe divorce court as an easy 
means of throwing off the, matrimonial 
yoke with the hop* of getting married 
immediately after will do well to consider, 

Tho amendment to tbe statute on divorce 
states that, '*in every case in which a di- 
vorce has been granted, tbe divorcees shall 
not marry within one year from the time 
when the divorce was granted, and that in 
cases where adultery was the. grounds for 
the ohtainance of tho decree, the guilty 
party shall not marry within two years." 
The penalty for violating this law is ' from 
one to three years' imprisonment and the 
marriage is absolutely void. 

The statute came into force on July 1. 
There is somewhat oE a question whether 
tbe statute is retroactive, but the consensus 
oE opinion seems to be that it is. If so, 
It will be well for divorcees to beware. 

Nor will there be any more common law 
marriages after July 1, according to a new 
law . This will ' pre vent adventuresses from 
Betting up claimB to the estates of deceased 
rich men, claiming to be their" common 
law wives, as has been done in tbe past.

While there are others, the above are 
the ones causing seriouB consideration with 
early slate makers. In tbe talk of combi- 
nations tbe industrious ones have associated 
Jones, Hendee and Griffin for the three 
principal offices as against Coon, Bullock 
and Swnnsbrough. If in the long race de- 
velopments prove these surmises to be cor- 
rect, other combinations will be forced and 
'twill be a merry campaign. 

The county primaries will be held on the 
last Saturday in April, 1006, All parties 
vote an the same day and at the eame place 
for candidates on the various tickets and 
judges and clerks of election. are constituted 
judges nnd clerks of primaries at the same 
fees or 85 per day. . 

As a voter steps up to vote be must de- 
clare bis party affiliation and is then given 
a ticket of that party. Candidates can 
run by petition, but must have their pe- 
tition filed before the day oE the primary 
and no voter signing tbe petition of an 
independent can afterwards vote for n can- 
didate in the regular primary. In othet 
words the signer is shut out. 

Saloons must close during the holding of 
a primary election. 

All candidates for office, before they can 
have tbetr names on the primary ballot, 
must file with tbe county clerk a petition 
signed by five per cent, of tbe voters. Can- 
didates for state senator and the state bouse 
oE representatives and for congress must 
do likewise, A Eee of 9100 must be 'paid 
by candidates for congress, 850' by candi- 
dates for state senator, and 825 by repre- 
sentatives. Candidates for county or other 
offices are not asked to pay any fee. 

Delegates must follow instructions, and 
if they fail to do so, the- secretary is em- 
powered to caBt the vote as tbe voters in- 
structed. 

The county committee decides whether a 
candidate must have a majority or plural- 
ity to nominate. 

While the new law is complete and ex- 
haustive tbe above are tbe essential regula- 
tions, although provision is made for de- 
termining nil minor questions that may 
arise. ■ ■

Noted Correspondent and Traveler. 

Few newspapers in the United States 
arc able to command tbe services of as 
brilliant a corps of correspondents as that 
of The Chicago Record-Herald, its choice 
oE a Washington correspondent is indi- 
cative of Tbe Record- Herald 'a policy of 
obtaining the best there is to be bad. 
Walter VVellman, the well-known author 
on political subjects nnd one of the ablest 
writers oE tbe day, acts In that capacity. 

Mr. Wellman was born in Mentor, Ohio, 
Nov. 3, 1858. At the age of 14 he began 
his newspaper experience, establishing at 
that age a weekly paper in tbe little town, 
of Sutton, Neb. In 1873 ho returned to 
Ohio, and a year later established the Cin- 
cinnati Evening Post. In 1884 he became 
tbe Washington correspondent of the Chi- 
cago Herald, and in 1892 he .visited Cen- 
tral America und tbe West Indies and 
located the landing place oE Columbus on 
Waiting's (San Salvador) Island, and 
marked the spot with a huge stone monu- 
ment. Mr. Well man's dashes for tbe 
north pole are well known. In 1894 he 
made the first of his two arctic voyages of 
exploration, reaching tbe latitude of 81 
degrees northeast of Spitsbergen, In 1898 
he returned to the North, penetrated to 
Franz Josef Land, returning again to this 
country in 1899, On each trip be met 
with wonderful success in the discovery of 
new islands and lands, and brought back 
with him scientific data and information 
of great value to the American Geographic-' 
al Society. 

Mr. Wellman has been a voluminous 
writer for scientific magazines and popular 
periodicals. On returning from his arctic 
trips he renewed his connection with The 
Record-Herald, and la now the Washing- 
ton correspondent of that paper. His in- 
cisive discussion of contemporary affairs 
has given him a high place in tbe regard 
of statesmen and scientists of tbe day.

FIND DEAD 
INFANT NEAR 
BRIGHTON 

"The town of Brighton, in the western 
part of Kenosha county, and tbe village of 
Burlington, in Racine county, are all 
wrought up over tbe finding of the remains 
of a two days' old infant on the county 
line between Racine and Kenosha counties, 
Friday morning, .The remains of the in- 
fant were found along the tracks oE the 
Chicago. Milwaukee and St. Paul road just 
a short distance from the village of Dover. 

Tbe body was picked up by Frank O'Neil 
and Edward Weiman,. of Brighton, -and 
taken at once to Burlington, where it wns 
turned over to the coroner of Racine county. 
Near the dead infant was found an . old 
shawl, and is is supposed that the child 
bad been wrapped in this shawl. 

As the remains were found shortly nf ter ^ 
a train had passed along the libel it is 
thought possible that the child had either 
fallen from a window or had been thrown 
from the train, Ao there have been no 
inquiries in regard to the body of the in- 
fant, the latter is, thought to be the real 
explanation. 

The general belief: is that the mother, or 
some other person desiring to get rid oE 
the baby, got on tho train at Corliss and 
hurled the child -from the window while 
the train was running at full speed.

Food and Quality of Milk, 
Kectnt evidence collected by P. W. 
Wol| of the Wisconsin station goes to 
show thnt the food "of the dairy cow 
influences the quality of the milk pro- 
duced to this extent, thnt tbe cow will 
yield n maximum flow of milk of the 
highest fut content which she Is en- 
pablc of producing on rations rela- 
tively rich In nitrogenous substances. 
The productive capacity of the cow, 
the prices of feeding Bluffs and of the 
milk product « nre the main factors 
thnt will determine how highly nitro- 
genous rations can be fid to ndvim- 
tngc. Under ordinary conditions In tbe 
Northern States, it will tint, as a rule, 
be thinks, be advantageous to feed ra- 
tions containing over two pounds of 
digestible protein n dny, and of n nu- 
tritive ration narrower thnn 1:0.7, to 
cows of average dairy capacity. 



A Uce Killer.

Getting Good Breeds, 
If you wish to start in poultry rais- 
ing or to begin with a new variety, nud 
wish to Invest as much as tbe coat .of 
a good breeding pen mude by a relia- 
ble and skillful poultry ruUer, that is 
tho best way to begin. Otherwise pur- 
chuae eggs, aa muny settings as you 
wish to invest in, and each from a 
different breed, but always from n re- 
liable one. From each of these set- 
tings you should ml bo both roosters 
and pullets. Mark them all carefully 
and plainly, bo that you cannot mis- 
take them, und next spring you will be 
In a position to mate up two or three 
breeding pens of your own. 

Doesn't Faj to Caddie Alfalfa. 

If an alfalfa field 1b in bad condi- 
tion It Is usually best to (low up nnd 
re-seed. It scarcely ever pays, at least 
where Irrigation Is practiced, to coddlo 
a poor stand of alfalfa, Many grow- 
ers recommend disking every spring, 
even when the stand la good,- and some 
bdvo even found It a paying practice 
to disk after each cutting, Such disk- 
ing will often prevent the encroach- 
ment of weeds, In the Eastern States 
alfalfa fields sometimes suffer a check 
in their growth, tend .to turn yellow' 
and otherwise show a sickly condition. 
Oftentimes this condition is aceotn- 



panlcd by un uttnek of alfalfa rust or 
spot disease. Tho best remedy for 
such n condition is to mow the field, 
The vigorous growth tUue Induced may 
overcome the diseased condition. , 

Cummer Cure of Hee». 

No matter how abundantly you have 
provided for your bees in clover and 
buckwheat fields, If at this time of the 
year tho weather Is unfavorable and 
the bees cannot go out honey gather- 
ing you must provide them \rttb full 
combs for fear of their slurvlng. 

The colonies need more supply than 
will keep them nllve, they should have 
twenty or thirty poundB of honey at 
band nil the time. If the nights nre 
cool the secretions of ncctnr will be 
correspondingly small and tho bees 
will get but small lands. 

When honey Is scarce In the hives 
the bees stint themselves and brood 
rearing Is checked Just when It should 
bo at Its best and healthiest condition. 
If you have nny doubt as to tho hives 
being sutllclently rationed you can 
solve your doubt by lifting each hive 
and Its weight will determine its con- 
dition. If you find ninny that are too 
light weight, use your smoker, take 
out one or two empty combs nnd re- 
place them with full ones, breaking 
small holes In' them so thnt the bees 
may get at the honey rendlly; Then 
you can leave tbe bees In peace until 
they nre itblc to hustle for themselves 
unless It should be too .long a wait, 
when you will have to repeat tho proc- 
ess. If you have no honey feed sugar 
syrup, Be careful to retain all the 
beat In the Ulvcs. 

Wlmt We Kat. 

An Important constituent of our food 
la nitrogen, nn Invisible gas; foods 
containing protein nre cnllcd nitrogen- 
ous. Carbohydrates build fnt nud 
produce heat and energy; protein doeH 
all that and builds the red meat er 
muscle In mid! t ion. We get olt in the 
butter urchI on bread. From these 
three great food groups we make our 
feeding stuffs. We get carbohydrate* 
from potatoes, sugar beets, corn. Corn 
alone lacks nitrogen and will not 
make sufficient muscle. Wheat, bar- 
ley nnd rye nre all rich starches, good 
to fatten, but not the host for muscle* 
mn king, Wc got protein In flax, In 
the outside of the wheat grain, in clo- 
ver nnd alfalfa, in bran, middlings and 
oil moid. These foods are rich in pro- 
tein. Wheat bran, linseed oil, cotton 
seed meal and nny legume. 

Comparison of Yield. 

In lOOi Russia produced 20."i,4C0,400 
bushels of winter wheat and 459,203,- 
200 bushels of spring wheat, making a 
total wheat production for that year 
of t!G4,lUIS,(100 bushels, an Increase of 
some 43,000,000 bushels over tbe pre- 
ceding yenr. This still falls several 
million bushels below the highest 
United States crop. Last yenr Itussla 
produced 1,003,280,714 bushels of rye, 
1,120,720,235 bushels of oats, 340,174,- 
000 bushels of barley nnd 25,9S0,8ri7 
bushels of corn. The United. States 
produced 27,241,570 bushels of rye, 
804,505,052 bushels of oats, 130,748,058 
buBbels of barley and 2,407,480,034 
bushels of corn.

A great deal has been Bald against, 
nurse crops, but In some parts' of the 
Western States nurse crops arc quite 
necessary for tbe sowing of clover. 
Where clover Is sown with spring 
wheat tbe stubble of the wheat when 
cut helps to hold the snow over the 
plants during winter and keeps them 
from freezing out. It Is the experience 
of farmers In n good innny places that 
nurse crops protect the clover during 
summer, especially in regions where 
the beat is Intense, 

Calves in Or on pa* 

It Is highly desirable to have' calves 
come In groups where a largo number 
of cattle are being kept and tho calves 
are to be raised for beeves. It Is only 
In this way thnt uniformity la size, 
weight nnd finish enn be obtained for 
the carloads of cattle that are to be 
sent to' market. If there are but few 
cattle it is, better to have only two 
groups of calves, one In the spring and 
one In the full. It will bo easier to 
care for them if they arc In groups of 
about the same slr.e than if they come 
at nil mouths In tbe year, ■ 




ENGINEER WALLACE RESIGNS*. 

Chief or the Panama Canal Cooitrw 
tlon Force Quits Ills Job, 

John F. Wallace, chief engineer of the 
Panama canal and member of tho cotn- 
•lisnlon, lias resigned both of these po- 
sition* to nccept a 
?00,G00 -omen with 
a New York corpo- 
ration, 

Mr. Wnllace, It 
is said, objected to- 
the squad of minor 
oil) cin is appointed to- 
puss on routine mat- 
ters, demanded a 
freer linnd and final- 
ly wns angered by 
nn order of the Sec- 
retary of Wnr pro- 
j. *'. ^ALbAiL. Iiltiltlng him from, 
departing from the isthmus unless he 
obtained the permission of tbo War De- 
partment. 

While the administration claims to 
have n grievance against Mr. Wallace, 
he, on the other hand, Is prepared, it Is 
eald, to make out n hill of complaint 
against the Washington officials, the 
chief feature of which will ho that tho 
canal will never be built within the pres- 
ent century if politics ami departmental 
interference are allowed to hamper the 
work of those on the ground. 

It Is said that previous estimates of 
$250,000,000 cost mid ten years' timo 
for the completion of the canal will have 
to be more than trebled If the nctunl re- 
sults of the past month are taken as n 
criterion, 

Tlio astonishing statement is made by 
ono well Inform I'd 011 Panama oITnlra 
that nt tlio rate of cxcavntlnu accom- 
plished hi the month of May the comple- 
tion of the canal wnald require moro 
ihan 100 years. The cost or the exca- 
vation at the same time has Increased 
three or fnur times the unit figure used 
in estimating the total cost of the water 
way. 

Mr. Wallace Is to become the head of 
tho Metropolitan Knlhvny Company's 
now subway' system In New York, a 
great undertaking, destined to yield enor- 
mous profits. Paul Morton hnd virtu- 
ally accepted the place when lie was se- 
lected ns the head of the Equitable I>ifo 
Assurance Society. Mr. Wallace's snl* 
nry on the cniin) has been $25,000 a year, 
and report hns it that he will begin in 
New York City at 500,000 a year. 

One official graphically expressed Mr, 
Wallace's division to resign by the state- 
ment that in- hail got "cold feet." There 
no longer is nay question thnt the yel- 
low fever situation on the Isthmtin Is far 
worse than generally wus believed. He- 
turns which have becu received In Wash- 
ington bIiow that there Is more sickness 
during the present year thnn 1ms pre- 
vailed during the last twelve years, ulne 
of which were under French administra- 
tion. The result U thnt employes nro 
lenvlng the zone by every steamer, and 
the commission finds difficulty In getting 
men to nccept positions. 

The President Is doing everything he 
can to bring about the Immediate im- 
provement, lie hns authorized Gov, Ma* 
goon and Major Gorgas, medical officer 
In charge of sanitation, to ndopt any 
measures they may consider advisable to 
eradicate yellow fever from the Isthmus.

GOOD ADVANCE MADE BY CROPS 



Progress In BntUfactorTi Tboosh Re- 
t>orts Arc Not Uniform. 

The weather bureau's weekly summary 
of crop conditions is as follows: 

The region from the upper lakes west- 
ward to the north Pnclfic coast received . 
Insuttleicnt hent, lock of sunshine being 
especially unfavorable In Washington 
and Oregon, but elsewhere the tempera- 
ture conditions were favorable. Exces- 
sively heavy rains occurred in the central 
and west gulf districts and In portions 
Of the central Missouri and Ohio valleys, 
lower lake region nud New England, 
while portions of the .south Atlantic 
States and ceutrol nud eastern Missouri 
contiuuo to suffer from drought. Sun* 
shine Is generally needed in the central 
gulf States, Tennessee, Ohio Valley and 
lower Inko region. 

Except in the upper Missouri and Red ' 
Itlvcr of the North valleys, where, as a 
result of low temperatures, the growth 
of corn hns been slow, this crop has 
made good progress,, although suffering 
somewhat from lack of cultivation in por- 
tions of the Ohio valley and middle At- 
lantic States and in ccntrnl and western 
Nebraska. In Iowa corn has made vig- 
orous growth and is well cultivated, witti 
better stands thnn previous reports Indi- 
cated, and the outlook In Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, where early corn bos 
reached the silk and tassels, Is very fav- 
orable, Hecent ruins huvo greatly im- 
proved the condition of corn In Texas. 

Heavy rains have Interrupted the har- 
vesting of winter wheat In tbe Ohio 
valley, Tennessee nnd portions of the 
middle Atlantic Stntes, but elsewhere 
this work has progressed favorably, and 
is near completion in Missouri and south- 
ern Kansas. Harvest Is now lu progress 
In the northern portion of the winter 
wheat region. Some complaints of rust 
and weevil In central and western Ohio 
and of smut In New York are received, 
nnd some grain in shock has been dam- 
aged by rains In Kentucky and Tennes- 
see. ' 

In Illinois corn Is promising' and fur- 
ther advanced than at tho same period 
last year; Is clean, and considerable h 

Said by, Oats nro ripening In the ccn- 
ral and heading In the northern part; 
some are short, but generally the out- 
look Is fnvorable. Wheat harvest ex- 
tends to the northern portion; yield Is 
good in the central and below the aver- 
ago In the South. The yield of clovci 
la heavy; timothy Is short. Grapes and 
berries ore promising. Apples are fall- 
ing, and a light crop is Indicated. Po- 
tatoes are cut short In the southern por- 
tion. 

Except In low lands, In southern Iowa 
and portions of the Dakotas and Minne- 
sota, tho oat crop has advanced favora- 
bly and continues In promising condition. 
In Texas rains Interfered with harvest- 
ing and In Tennessee caused some Injury 
to oats In shock. 

Spring wheat on low lands In the Da- 
kotas and Minnesota Is Buffering some- 
what from rust, but as a whole this crop 
has made vigorous growth and Continues 
In promising condition throughout tht 
spring wheat region and also on thi 
north Pacific coast.

There has been a great deal of dis- 
appointment because the OnrSeld re- 
port shows that the profit* of the 
packing Industry only amount to 
about two per cent on the volume of 
business transuded. There Is no 
doubt, however, that tbe report la cor- 
rect. 

The census reports complied by tbe 
government lu 1000, before the agita- 
tion regarding' the "beef trust" began, 
throw considerable light on this ques- 
tion. It appears from tho census that 
tbe packing Industry Is conducted on 
n smaller margin of gross profit than 
any other Industry lu America, The 
gross margin of proQt of 871 dour and 
grist mills In Illinois, In tbe census 
year, wus nearly seven per cent on tbe 
volume of business. The gross margin 
of Ufty-one wholesale slaughtering and 
tnent packing establishments In Illi- 
nois was only about one-third as Inrge, 
or a little more than two per cent on 
the volume of business. 

Tbe millers have not been accused 
of being In a "trust," and combina- 
tions would seem Impossible In n busi- 
ness where there are several thousand 
milts In the United States competing 
actively for the Hour trade, but It ap- 
pears that the gross profits of the mill- 
ers are larger than the gross profits of 
tbe packers. It may turu out that the 
agitation regarding the packing Indus- 
try will show the same result as the 
devil found In shearing tbe pig: "All 
squeal and no wool."

RUSSIAN SAILORS SLAY OF- 
FICERS AND SEIZE VESSEL. 



Ralae the Red Floe; of Herniation In 
the Unprotected Harbor of Odessa- 
Town Fired Upon sad Ships and 
Buildings Burned. , 



Tho rod flag of revolution was hoist- 
ed at tho masthead of tho Knlnz 
Potemkln, Russia's most powerful 
battleship tn tho Black Sea, when the 
vessel steamed Into Odessa harbor 
Wednesday In the hands of mutineers. 
Tbe enptnln and most of the otlldera 
were murdered nnd thrown overboard 
to the open sen, and the ship was com- 
pletely In tbp possession of tho crew 
and a few minor officers who bad 
thrown la their lot with the muti- 
neers. Tho guns of Knlaz Potemkln 
wero trained on the city, nnd In tbe 
streets masses of striking workmen 
who on the preceding day (led before 
the volleys of the troops, now Inflamed 
by the spectacle of open revolt on 
board an Imperial wurshlp run do a 
bold front against the military. 

A dispatch from Odessa on Thurs- 
day said that alt the shipping In the 
bnrbor was ablaze. The battleship 
Knlnz Potemkln, whose crew muti- 
nied and killed the ollleers, wns re- 
ported to hare fired on the city. I' 
was rumored that the men of four oth- 
er battleships mutinied at Sevasto- 
pol. 

The mutiny was precipitated by the 
brutally Inconsiderate treatment of the 
crow by tho commander of the Potem- 
kln, On all Russian vessels of war 
Urn captain buys rations for the crew. 
The government allows an "adequate 
fund to mess the crew properly, but 
the mess being the captain's perquisite 
ho usually serves bad food to the crew, 
pocketing tho difference between Its 
cost and the generous sum the govern- 
ment allows blm. The crew of the 
Potemkln hail been victims of the cap- 
tnln'e greed. 

Finally, driven to desperation, the 
crew held a meeting forward and ap- 
pointed a delegation to lay their griev- 
ances before the enptnln. Tha latter 
was furious and shot the spokesman 
from the forecastle delegation dead. 
Then, adding insult to Injury, tho enp-

Red Revolution Threatens the Empire 
of tlie Cxar, 

Revolution la shaking tho throne of 
Russia. All tho Baltic porta are lu 
revolt. Immense arsenals and naval 
depots are almost within tha grasp of 
the rebels. A gigantic conspiracy lias 
been discovered lu the navy to capture 
the naval depots nt LIhau anil Revai 
and the arsenals at Kronstadt, tho 
door to St. Petersburg. 

Tho bureaucrats are panic-stricken. 
Etuporor Nicholas himself Is nlarmcil. 
Ho has recognized the desperation lu 
the situation by Issuing a ukase de- 
claring that civil war exists at Odessa 
nwl ordering that tha people bo 
crushed. 

Sebastopol displays signs of disaf- 
fection. If the garrison of that mighty 
Rlnck Sea fortress espouses tho cause 
of the revolution the government will 
be doomed, at least so far as southern 
Russia Is concerned, The fortress Is 
filled with vast stores of guns, am* 
munition nnd clothing, sufficient to lit 
out a rebel army. 

With Sebastopol as a base the revo- 
lutionists 1 could soon secure control of 
every city In tho Black Sea region, for 
It lias long been knojvu that none of 
those cities was firm In Its loyalty to 
the Emperor and the ruling bureau- 
crats. On the contrary, all have been 
rife with sedition. 

Perhaps, however, the most alarm- 
■ii>t- feature of the situation for the 
government lies In tbe naval plot In 
the Baltic. Hundreds of ollleers are 
said to be Involved In tbe conspiracy, 
Nobody can tell yet bow extensive 
iCls. 

At Kronstadt are tbe arsenals with 
stores of r I lies, tbe arms and mu muni- 
tion factories, and the cannon foundry. 
These factories and stores In tho bands 
of skilled workmen would solve the 
problem of supplying a revolution with 
urms and munitions of war. Eight 
thousand Imperial sailors, together 
with the workmen at the yards and 
docks of the naval port of Kronstadt 
suddenly refused to work nnd practi- 
cally a state of mutiny exists there. 

The revolt at Llbnu already Is seri- 
ous. The snllors revolted Wednesday 
night, on the pretext that the food 
served Is not fit to eat Tbey secured 
rides and ammunition, wrecked their 
barracks, and attacked and looted 
houses. Then they attacked the ottt-

Last year about 200,000 pilgrims 
went to Mecca, representing a Moslem 
population of about 200,000,000 In Tur- 
key, Arabia, Egypt, Soudan, Zanzi- 
bar, Barbary states, South Africa, Af- 
ghanistan, Persia, Baluchistan, India, 
the East Indian and Philippine Islands, 
China, aud Russln In Asia.

The bodies of tbe officers were tossed 
overboard, then the Imperial standard 
nnd tbe nntlonal flag were hauled 
down and the red flag of revolution 
run up. Following the example of the 
crew ot the Potemkln, the crew of the 
torpedo boat also mutinied, killed their 
officers and threw the bodies Into the 
sea. The mldshlpmun who was spared 
navigated the Potemkln to Odessa, fin- 
ishing tbe sanguinary voyage from Se- 
bastopol. 

The Insurgent torpedo boat, with Its 
decks cleared for action, ran Into the 
harbor nnd seized tlie Russian collier 
Espernnjcn, with a cargo of 2,000 tons 
of eon I, and took It alongside tho bat- 
tleship. At the same time an armed 
ptnnnco which bad been launched by 
the battleship steamed to tbe quay, 
where It landed an open coffin con- 
taining tbe body of a sen man to whose 
unirorm n written paper hnd been nt- 
tnched. This paper stated that tho 
man's name wna OmlHcbuk, and that 
be had been shot dead by the chief 
officer of tho battleship for complain- 
ing about the bad quality ot the soup 
served to the crew. It added tbnt 
Omlltcbuk bad been murdered for tell* 
Jng the truth, ami that the whole crow 
had avenged his death by killing the 
battleship's officers. 

Tho police, supported by tho Cos- 
tacks, tried to disperse tho crowd and 
remove the body, but the crowd sur- 
rounded the coflln nnd defied them to 
touch It.

In his own words, Millet tried to de- 
pict "the fundamental side of men and 
things." His subject was* tbo peasant 
lite: not the representation of it such 
as ono sees In opera, nor the pretty, 
sent I mental aspect of It; but the actual 
drama of labor continuously proceed- 
ing through the four season s — the "cry 
of the soil," echoing In the hearts of 
the patient, plodding, God-fearing toll- 
era. Everything was typical. We 
have spoken of his "Sower." Of an- 
other picture tbe critic Castagnary 
wrote: "Do you remember his 'Reap- 
er'; He might have reaped tho wholo 
carthl" 

Everything that Millet did was full 
of a deep seriousness nnd sincerity. 
He never was an "easy" painter, so 
that his greatness as an nrtlst Is per- 
hnpg more clear lu the blnck-and- white 
than In the colored subjects. '.Certain- 
ly iu his crayon drawings, lithographs 
and etchings he proved himself to be 
one of that limited number of artists 
who may be reckoned' master-drafts* 
men. Moreover, the character tuat he 
expresses Is of that ^rand and ele- 
mental qunlkt) which sometimes re- 
minds us of Michelangelo. 

Millet's Influence produced a host ol 
painters of tbe peasant, among whom 
the strongest are tho Frenchman 
L'Hcrmlttc and Israels, the Dutch- 
man. These, like him, have repre- 
sented their subject with sympathy 
nnd with understanding also.

SUBWAY NKAHLY COMPLETED. 

Grant Chicago Tube Will Be Ready to 
Handle Freight by Last of August. 

By, the last of August tho Chicago 
Subway Company will be handling 
freight to and from, practically all the 
railroad terminals of Chicago. Work on 
the bore Is being rushed day and night, 
an added Impetus having been given by 
the teamsters' strike. A remarkable 
record In tunnel construction has been 
made In the last two months, more than 
five miles of underground passages hav- 
ing been finished. The strike began just 
before this period of unusunl activity. In 
the last two months 00,000 cubic yards 
of material have been excavated. The 
concrete hauled through the tunnels to 
finish new workings amounted to "25,000 
cubic yards. The company now has near- 
ly thirty-two miles of bore, interlacing 
the district bounded by 12th and Hal- 
sted streets, Chicago avenue and tho 
lake. This is being equipped with trolley 
wires aud laid with heavy rails for tbe 
use of the electric road on which tho 
merchandise will be carried forty feet 
beneath the level of the city's streets.

Mr, Hay Inaugurated his now 
historic movement for, the "open door" in 
China by asking France, Russia, Ger- 
many, England, Italy and Japan to give 
formal assurance that each nation would 
agree to the open door. 

That was the first step toward tha 
dominance of the moral influence of 
America In Asia.

Hundred Mile* an Hour Must Be Made 
on Separate Tracks. 

A study nf the net results ot tho 
Gcrmnu experiments on tho Berlin- 
Zosaen railway with trains electrically 
propelled at high velocity appears to 
have Med thoughtful* railway men to 
tho conclusion . that any attempts to 
force train 'acceleration on steam rail- 
roads would bo destructive of rolling 
stock and permanent way and Inci- 
dentally of passengers and train crews. 
As pointed out in the p paper of Dr. 
Frederick" Sohults before the Interna- 
tional Railway Congress, the best type 
of modern railway' equipment can be 
operated safely at speeds of mora than 
100 miles nn hour, provided a clear 
way.canr'be assured. 

This Is' exactly the difficulty which 
It would not seem possible to over- 
come In; a railroad .operated for a 
mixed traffic. At a speed of 100 miles 
an hour, unless the weather la qulto 
clear track signals cannot be distin- 
guished clearly enough to bo read 
with certainty. This means that a 
railroad devoted to very high speeds 
would need to bo divided Into long 
blocks, and before) a train entered 
upon a block- Its 'conductor must know 
that the road la clear.

matter of fact this would mean separ- 
ate tracks for high-speed trains, over 
or under the otter tracks, with abso- 
lutely 'no, grade crossings and no 
joints, $i switches by/ which" flower 
moving trains could novo access to 
such tracks,- Anything' like a coinci- 
dent movement of freight and passen- 
ger traffic would bo Impossible. — Now

In the 
early part of March, the flBh In greater 
or'less numbers strUck"the southern, 
coast, In the vicinity of Cape. Henry; 
by the middle of April j the. schools 
reached the capes of • Delaware and 
slowly advanced past Barnegat and 
Sandy Hook." About the -middle ot 
May a school arrived off Yarmouth, 
Nova Scotia; 

From the size and general charac- 
ter, of tho fish composing the Bchool 
It wsb "apparent that they did not be- 
long.- to the .great littoral schools 
which advanced from the south and 
It was presumed they came from 
somewhere to tho eastward in the 
deep-sea. The schools often disap- 
pear entirely from certain localities 
and leave no sign, but It is believed 
their movements are practically the 
same now as la 1320, the date when 
mackerel fishing assumed Importance.
